This pole is 


ower than most of the light poles, 
ind the iron steps by which the work- 
men climb tlic pole came down almost 
,o the ground. The light is held sus- 
pended by an insulated wire, which 
is fastened to a step about six or 
seven feet from the ground. The pole 
evidently'has been sawed off at the 
bottom at some time and then been 
reset. One by one the small boys 
climbed up the pole a little piece and 
then gave way to a comrade. , Finally 
one of the boys accidentally 
touched 


the wire which held the light in 
place and was shocked. 
He came 


down in a hurry and told the boys he 
had been shocked. At this young 
Russell stepped up to the pole and 
placed his hand on the fatal step to 
which the supporting wire was fast- 
ened and started to climb the pole. 
The supposition is that he touched 
the. wire. 
His little comrades say 


they saw a ball of fire Hash and then 
saw young Russell fall to the ground 
without a groan. They shrieked for 
help and then young Yeager rushed 
to the office of "Dr. Burgess, at the 
corner of Third and Sinton streets. 
When he arrived on the scene young 
Russell was stiil alive and gasping for 
breath. Medical skill was of no avail, 
however, and the unfortunate lad 
soon breathed his last. Tenderly the 
.ttle body was carried to the home 
n East Third, near Chillicothe, and 
ind friends did all in their power to 
id the stricken parents, brothers 
ud sisters. 


The only mark on tlie poor boy's 
and.was on the outer side of t'he 
>alm of tho right hand. The llcsii 
vas burned for a short distance, as 
f by a red-hot iron. 


George Carl Russell was the son of 


fr. and Mrs. George W. Russell. 
He 


vas twelve years of age last Novem- 
ber. He was a bright, active little 
cllow, and a favorite among his ac- 
quaintances. 
He was to have taken 


irst communion at the St. Mary's 
lath olio church one week from next 
Sunday, along with a class of thirty 
)r forty young people of the church, 
lis sad death has caused a general 
eel ing of regret and sorrow. 


There does not seem to have been 


blame attached to anyone for the sad 
occurrence. It is probable that in 
iOme way the step became charged 
rom the wire, or else the insulation 
of. the wire had worn, making it un- 
safe. 
It was one of those unavoid- 


iblc accidents that cannot be guarded 
igainst.

fact that he shall be heard no more 
for the client he represents or the 
cause he advocates, and thab he has 
prepared for the records of this court 
his last entry. That we place for him 
upon the records of this court some 
memento of his life, so that dying he 
may yet live, and that, his'memory 
may be perpetuated. 


"Judge Dawson was born Septem- 


ber 30th, 1852, in Madison township, 
this county. 
He was educated in our 


public schools and afterwards took a 
course at the Lebanon Normal Insti- 
tute, where he graduated in 
the

mouth of June, AT D. 1873. 
In the 


meantime 
he taught school with 


success, securing the good-will of 
parents and children. In the fall of 
1874 he entered the law office ol" N. 
W.Evans as a student and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in the spring of 
187(5, and in February, 1880, entered 
into partnership with his preceptor in 
the practice of law, under the firm 
name of Evans & Dawson. Thisjpart- 
nership 'continued until July 2(>th, 
1SS4. 
In this year he was nominated 


for probate judge by the Republican 
party and was elected as probate 
judge in November, 1884, and re- 
elected in 1S87, serving until Feb- 
ruary, 1891. 
After retiring from the 


probate office he found'a partnership 
with Hon. A. T. Holcomb, which con- 
tinued about two years, after which 
time he continued the practice by 
himself until death. 


As a lawyer, Judge Dawson was 


careful 
and 
painstaking and the 


papers he prepared were models of 
neatness and legal skill. As probate 
judge, his decisions were clear and 
able, giving general satisfaction, and 
in his administration of justice they 
were tempered with mercy.

Agreed Upon Say. 


THEY'EE ALSO INDEPENDENT 


Senate and House at Last Come to 


an Understanding 


THE SENATE HAD TO YIELD MUCH 


-Senator Tin-pie's Amendment Was 


: 
Knocked Out Completely, 


BOKE MAIN FEATURES EEMAIN. 


Ther* Was a. Disposition In tlie House 


Not to Recognize tlie Freedom aud In- 
dependence of Cuba, but the Senate 
Forced the Issue, Although the Pres- 
ent Cuban Government la Not Recog- 
nized—It Was » ITiiril Struggle and 
Two Conferences Wer« Neceaaary Be- 
fore a I>ecinion Could lie Reached. 


"Washington, April 19.—After one of 


the hardest-fought battles between the 
two houses knc 
in many years con- 


gress, at 1:10 a. m., came to an agree- 
ment upon the most momentous ques- 
tion it has dealt with in a third of a 
century. 
The Cuban resolution was 


passed as follows: 


'oint Resolution for the recog- 


nition of the independence of 
the people of Cuba, demand- 
ing that the government of 
Spain relinquish its authori- 
ty and government in the isl- 
and of Cuba and to withdraw 
its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters, 
and directing the president 
of the "United States to use 
the land and naval forces of 
the United States to carry 
these resolutions into effect. 
Whereas, The abhorrent con- 


ditions which have existed for 
more than three years in the 
island of Cuba, so near our 
own borders, have shocked the 
moral sense of the people of the 
United States; have been a dis- 
grace to Christian civilization, 
culminating, ns they have, in 
the destruction of a United 
States battleship, with 26G of 
its officers and crew, while on 
a friendly visit in the harbor of 
Havana, and 'can not longer be 
endured, as has been set forth 
by the president of the United 
States in his message to con- 
gress of April 11,1898, in which 
the action of congress was in- 
vited; therefore, 


Resolved, By the Senate and 


House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, 
in congress assembled, 


1. That the people of 
the 


island 
of 
Cuba 'are and' of 


right ought to be free and in- 
dependent. 
. 2. That it Is the duty of the 
United States to demand, and 
the government of the United 
States 
does 
hereby demand, 


that the government of Spain 
at once relinquish its author- 
ity and government in 
the 


island o? Cuba and withdraw 
its land and naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban waters. 


3. That the president of the 


United States be, and hereby 
is directed and empowered to 
use tbe entire land and naval 
forces of the United 
States, 


and to call into service of the 
United States militia, of the 
several sates, to such extent 
as may he necessary to carry 
these resolutions into effect. 


4. That 
the 
United States 


hereby disclaim any disposi- 
tion or intention to exercise 
sovereignty, 
jurisdiction 
or 


control over said island, ex- 
cept for the pacification there- 
of; and assert its determina- 
tion when 
that 
is 
accom- 


plished, to leave the govern- 
ment and control of the islanc 
to its people. 


Had Orent Difficulty. 


There were many rollcalls in both 


houses and each body held tenaciously 
for its resolution. The conferees had 
great difficulty In agreeing. The firs! 
conference showed a determination on 
the part of the house not to yield a 
single point, and it was only after long 
consultations with the house leaders 
that they r-greed to allow the little 
words "are and" in the first section o! 
the senate resolution, which declares 


hat tbe people of Cuba are and of right 
ought to be free and independent 


The resolution as finally adopted is 
bat reported from the senate commit- 
ee on foreign relations, with the afldi- 
lon of the fourth section, known as the 
'eller amendment, disclaiming any in- 
ention on the part of the United States 
o acquire Cuba. 


Kefused to Concur. 


The house, by a vote of 154 to 139, 


efused to concur in the senate Cuban 
esolutions, and,by a vote of 179 to 156, 
dopted an amendment striking out the 
urpie amendment recognizing 
the 


resent Cuban government. 
The resolutions 
as 
amended were 


ent 
to 
the 
senate and there a 


motion to concur was defeated by a 
ote of 46 to 32. A motion for a con- 
erence committee was defeated by a 
ote of 43 to'34. 
When the resolutions were returned 


o the house with the senate's decision 
o nonconcur, Mr. Dingley moved that 
tie house insist upon its amendment 
nd ask for a conference. 
Mr. Bromwell of Ohto moved to re- 
ede and concur. This motion was de- 
eated by a vote of 173 to 148. 


Mr. Dingley's motion to insist and 
sk for a conference was then agreed 
o without division, the opposition re- 
lizing the manifest uselessness of de- 
manding a rollcall. 


Conferees Appointed. 


Just before 5 o'clock the speaker an- 


nounced the 
appointment of Messra. 


Adams (Rep., Pa.), Heatwole (Rep., 
Minn.) and Dinsmore (Dem., Ark.) as 
conferees on the Cuban 
resolutions. 


The house then recessed until 8 o'clock. 


When the resoi- : ns were returned 
o the senate with the house request 
:or a conference, 
the 
request was 


promptly 
accorded. 
The 
following 


conferees were appointed: Davis, For- 
aker and Morgan. 
Adjournment was 


hen taken until 8 o'clock. 


The conferees readily agreed to elim- 


nate the Turpie amendment, but the 
senate conferees refused to strike out 
.he words "are and" in the first eec- 
.ion, which says the Cuban people "are 
and of right ought to be free and inde- 
pendent." 


The conferees reported this result to 


their respective houses. 


The senate decided to insist upon its 


amendment and declined to request an- 
other conference. 
It then recessed to 


midnight. 


The house refused to recede, and the 


same conferees were again appointed. 


Asked for FurtlHir Conference. 


Chief Clerk Browning of the house 


presented a message from that body to 
;he senate asking for a further confer- 
:nce upon the Cuban question upon the 
disagreement of the two houses. A mo- 
tion to agree tti. a conference was adopt- 
ed. The president pro tempore (Sena- 
tor Frye)' appointed Senators Davis, 
Foraker and Morgan. 


At 12:05 the house conferees asked, 


to be 
allowed to have a conference 


alone, and there was then a prospect of 
reaching a compromise on the original 
basis. 


The conferees reached an agreement 


at 1:10 a. m., which is to restore the 
words "are and" in the first paragraph 
and to eliminate the Turpie amendment 
recognizing the insurgent government 
entirely. 


The conference report was adopted 


by the senate by a vote of 42 to 35, and 
at 1:50 a. m. the senate adjourned. 


The house adopted the conference re- 


port by a vote of 310 to 6. 


The following voted against the adop- 


tion of the report in the house: Bou- 
telle (Rep., Me.), Brewer (Dem., Ala.), 
Gardner (Rep., N. J.), Johnson (Rep., 
Iml.), Loud (Rep., Cal.), McCall (Rep., 
Mass.)—6.
